Receipt is acknowledged of an amendment, filed on 12/7/2004, in which claim 69 was 
amended. The following amendment is made to correct a grammatical error in claim 56 and to 
amend claim 69 to recite a regulatory sequence range for which there is support in the 
application as originally filed (e.g. see Figure 5B and applicants' arguments in the response filed 
on 12/7/2004).
